Operation.... 

< Ordinary kerosene oil is placed in a steel 
or galvanized iron tank, and a pressure is 
put upon it by means of an ordinary air 
pump; or, if desired, water pressure may 
be used. By the agency of this pressure 

through small tulles, no larger than electric 
light wires. 

The lamp is simple in construction, con- 
sisting of an oil vaporizer and an air tube 
ind supporting the burner, into 
which the vaporized oil is injected, and air 
is drawn in through an open 

lUS formed burns within an incan- 
descent mantle, creating a light of intense 
purity and brilliancy. The vaporizing tube 
is supported directly above the man- 
tles and receives heat therefrom: 
the oil conies to the lamp cold and 
the entire process of gasification is 
carried on in the lamp itself, and 
owing to the extreme simplicity of 
its mechanism and to the arrange- 
ment for supplying the oil, the dan- 
ger of accidents of any kind is 
reduced to a minimum.
